The high court ruled that sedi- 
tion laws in 42 states and in 
Alaska and’ Hawaii could not be 
invoked by state authorities to 
punish individuals charged with 
advocating overthrow of the U. 5. 
government, 

In Louisville, Braden, his wile 
Anne and five other white persons 
were inditted under a state statute 
charged with sedition against the 
state and federal governments. The 
sedition indictments grew out of 
an investigation of the bombing of 
a house the Bradens purchased for 
a Negro family in a white suburb. 
Braden, the only one tried under 
the indictment, was convicted and 
gentenced to 15 years in prison. 
His appeal is before the Kentucky 
court of appeals. 

The Supreme Court ruling “is 
the position that Braden’s attor- 
neys have maintained from the 
outset of the case,” declared Louis 


‘Lusky, American Civil Liberties 


Union attorney who is represent- 
ing Braden on appeal. “The Ken- 
tucky statute and the indictment 
under which Braden was tried are 
not materially different from those 
under which Nelson was tried in 
Pennsylvania. We are naturally 


gratified to have our position con- 


irmed by the U.-+S. Supreme 


Court.” | 
In Frankfort, State ,Attorney 


General J. M. Ferguson said the 
state would continue its efforts to 
uphold the Braden conviction de- 
spite the high court ruling. Fer- 
guson conceded that “it looks as 
if the Supreme Court decision 
means the states cant’ prosecute 
in sedition gases,” but, he main- 
tained “well -still fight the 
(Braden) case to determine if 
Braden was convicted correctly. 
He’s been convicted in a court and 
only another court can reverse it.” 
Ferguson indicated his office 
would file a brief arguiig against 
Braden’s appeal when the Ken- 
tucky Supreme Court resumes sit- 
ting April 16 after a recess.

Until a batch of them accumu- 
late I keep them in the middle 
drawer of my desk. Besides, not 
being very meticulous, I also 
throw them into the’desk draw- 


ers. 

Well Mr. Moysey, your rep- 
resentittives on fiscal matters 
have sticky fingers, it seems. 
They're as honest as their boss, 
so they took not only the stamps 
I had in envelopes but the loose 


ones too,

SOME of the things your 
agents did in my office are most 
interesting, since you say it was 
a plain ordinary tax matter that 
caused the seizure of the Daily 


You denied that you had any 
FBI agents in our offices, didnt 
vou, Mr. Moygey? Just a little 
old tax matter. 

So what in all tarnation were 
those agents going through all 
my foreign publications? And 
all through those United Na- 
tions files and files, methodi- 
cally accumulated. by Joe Star- 
obin and John Pittman before 
me? 

And those letters from for- 
eign’ correspondents like Ralph 
Parker and Archie Johnstone in 
Moscow? Why, the FBI had it- 
self a WPA project studying all 
those N.Y. Times clippings and 
files of foreign> newspapers. 

But some of the matters that 
fascinated your agents and J. 
Edgar Hoover's three letter boys 
are a puzzle to me. Can you
